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THE  SYSTEM 


Although  the  first  public  junior  colleqe  in  Illinois 
was  established  in  Joliet  in  1901,  the  Illinois  Public 
Junior  College  Act  was  not  passed  until  1965.  The 
Act  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  1964  Master  Plan  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
This  legislation,  with  subsequent  amendments,  is  the 
basis  for  the  present  system  of  public  community  col¬ 
lege  districts  in  Illinois. 

There  are  currently  39  public  community  college 
districts  comprised  of  50  colleges.  Of  these  39  dis¬ 
tricts,  37  have  locally  elected  boards  of  trustees,  one 
(Chicago)  has  a  locally  appointed  board  of  trustees, 
and  one  (East  St.  Louis)  has  a  local  board  of  trustees 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  Thirty-six  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts  have  a  single  college,  although  most  have  exten¬ 
sion  centers.  Three  districts  are  multi-college,  with 
Chicago  having  eight  colleges,  Illinois  Eastern  having 
four  colleges,  and  Black  Hawk  having  two  colleges. 
With  the  exception  of  State  Community  College  of 
East  St.  Louis,  each  district  has  tax  levy  authority  to 
provide  local  support  for  district  operations.  The  39 
districts  now  include  97  percent  of  the  State’s  popu¬ 
lation  and  92  percent  of  the  territory  in  the  State. 

THE  ADVISORY  GROUPS .

THE  STATE  BOARD . 

The  Illinois  Community  College  Board  consists  of 
eleven  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  one 
student  member  selected  by  the  Student  Advisory 
Committee.  Board  members  are  appointed  at  large 
for  six -year  terms.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  is 
selected  by  the  Governor.  The  statutory  responsibil¬ 
ities  of  the  Board  are  planning  and  coordinating  the 
programs  and  activities  of  the  public  community  col¬ 
leges.

THE  PHILOSOPHY 


"A  fundamental  goal  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois 

is  the  educational  development  of  all  persons  to  the 
limit  of  their  capacities.”  —  Constitution  of  Illinois  of  1970 

The  Illinois  Community  College  Board  believes  that  its 
duty  is  to  implement  this  constitutional  mandate 
through  a  statewide  community  college  system. 

The  Board  believes  that  lifelong  educational  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  all  eligible  persons  should  be  provided  through 
locally  governed,  comprehensive  community  colleges 
which  address  local  needs. 

The  Board  affirms  that  its  primary  role  is  to  provide 
statewide  leadership  and  service  to  community  colleges  in 
order  to  assist  them  in  achieving  their  missions. 

The  Board  accepts  the  responsibility  of  being  the  prin¬ 
cipal  advocate  of  the  community  college  system. 

The  Board  believes  in  utilizing  the  advice  and  counsel  of 
all  constituent  groups  of  the  community  college  system  in 
establishing  policies  necessary  to  implement  State  statutes. 

THE  MISSION  &  SCOPE . 

Community  colleges  have  excellence  as  their  principal 
focus  in  satisfying  the  educational  needs  of  the  individuals 
and  communities  they  serve. 

Focusing  on  individual  needs  requires  extensive  student 
and  instructional  support  services  designed  to  analyze  in¬ 
dividual  levels  of  educational  attainment  and  to  respond 
with  appropriate  counseling,  placement,  and  other  types 
of  special  instruction  assistance. 

Focusing  on  community  needs  requires  extensive  coop¬ 
eration  with  community  agencies,  organizations,  busines¬ 
ses,  industries,  and  educational  institutions  to  identify  the 
needs  and  address  them  in  a  manner  which  is  both  educa¬ 
tionally  and  economically  sound. 

Once  educational  needs  are  identified,  community  col¬ 
leges  provide  a  broad  range  of  educational  programs  and 
services  to  address  them. 

Accordingly,  the  following  community  college  mis¬ 
sions,  together  with  their  respective  scopes  which  further 
delineate  such  missions,  are  identified. 

*  Provide  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  Programs:  Such 
programs  shall  be  provided  either  to  prepare  students  for 
transfer  to  four-year  colleges  and  universities  or  to  meet  the 
personal  educational  goals  of  individuals  throughout  their 
lifetimes. 

*  Provide  Occupational  Programs:  Such  programs  shall 
be  vocational,  technical,  and  semi-technical  in  nature  and 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  providing  job  training,  retrain¬ 
ing,  and/or  upgrading  of  skills  to  meet  both  current  and 
emerging  local,  regional,  and  state  manpower  needs. 

*  Provide  Preparatory,  Developmental,  and  Remedial 
Programs:  Such  programs  shall  include  adult  basic  educa¬ 
tion,  general  educational  development,  English  as  a  second 
language,  and  other  instruction  designed  to  prepare  students 
for  successful  experiences  in  postsecondary  education. 

*  Provide  Public  Service  Programs:  Such  programs 
shall  include  community  education  activities  of  an  in¬ 
structional  nature  such  as  non-credit  adult  continuing 
education  and  hobby/leisure  time  activities  and  commun¬ 
ity  service  activities  which  may  include  workshops,  sem¬ 
inars,  forums,  and  other  forms  of  cultural  enrichment.

THE  FACILITIES . 

The  facilities  for  public  community  colleges  in 
Illinois  are  financed  by  both  State  and  local  funds. 
A  State  funded  project  is  one  which  has  been  partial¬ 
ly  or  fully  funded  with  a  State  appropriation.  A 
locally  funded  project  is  one  which  has  been  totally 
funded  from  local  district  bond  issues,  local  district 
operating  funds,  federal  grants,  foundation  or  other 
grants,  gifts,  student  fees,  or  any  source  which  was 
not  State  appropriated. 

The  50  community  colleges  in  Illinois  have  facil¬ 
ities  consisting  of :

*16.44  million  gross  square  feet  of  completed 
buildings:
